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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In reference to the attachment provided to the 
applicants in the last Advisory Action (Searle's Fig. 2, in Paper No. 9), the examiner maintains his position that the bobbins (in Fig. 2) are 
in a "side-by-side orientation along an axis of rotation". The terms of side-by-side "orientation" and side-by-side" positioning" are virtually 
interchangable. The examiner most respectfully traverses the applicants contention that the 3 bobbins of Searle are not in a side-by-side 
orientation because they "do not share a common axis". The examiner's position is that the feature of a side-by-side orientation sharing 
a common axis of rotation is not even recited in the rejected claims and limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
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
